ITHE TEMPLES OF COELOSSYRIA.

Calo-Byrin, consisting of the fruitfal DBo-
kn'a, olosed in by the water.produoing Leba-
nong, has from remote nges flourished snd
abounded in cities. In early timos, there can
be littla doubt that the summita of the
hills were the more important plnces
of worship, and temples may have boeen
erected on them; but the temples the remaing
of which now exist, appear to have been
easentially tomples of tlha lain, It is troe
St Jorome tells us that in his time thers was
a temple on the summit of Mount Hermon,
in which the heathen from the region of
Paniss and Lobanon met for worship, bul it
does not follow that thoy wers the same

wople who worshipped in the temples down

l:elow. Probably at that time, as now, there
wore peveral religions sects in the country:
some following the old sun-worship, others
the worship of the oelestial gods, othérs that
of heroos, and, probably, many adopting a
wmixture of all,

We have now in the country several dis-
tinot seots of Christians, two distinot sects of
Moslems, and also two sects of which very
little is known: of one of which Benjamin of
Tuodeln (A, D, 1165) speaks (“Early Travels
in Palestine,” p, 41

That the older forms of sun-worship ex-
inted side by side with the not less idolatrous
worship that sprang from it there can be no
doubt, Iven as late as the timo of the pro-
phet Ezekiel (viii, 16) we have a record of it;
a0 that Hermon and other peaks of the Laba-
wons may, until very late times, have heen
places of worship: but the text just quoted
goes against the existing temples about Her-
mon having been used for the earlier form of
sun-worship, for many of them are so placed
that the sun cannot be seen until an hour or
two after it has visen, and there does not
seem any necessity in this form of worship
for there to have been a templa, though the sun-
worshippers in Egypt appear tohave used them,
Hae bas-relief at Tell al Amarns (Fergusson's
“‘Architecture,” p. 122). Dr. Robingon and
other writers surmise that the temples about
Hormon were turned townrds it as to akibleh,
so that the worshippers might face it when
they prayed; but the directions of the temples
bave now been taken, and the angle from
them towards Hermon, and they are all found
to have their entrances, more or less, towards

* the east, and in no case does the entrance, or
any side of the building, face direct upon the
summit of Hermon, Finding the positions of
the temples in Colo-Nyra similar to that of
the temple of Jerusalem, we turn to the re-
maing of the Jewish synagoguesin Galilee,
and find that their entrances, with one ex-
ception (see paper of Captain Wilson, R, N.,
No. IL Quarterly Statement of Palestine Ex-
ploration Fund), face the south. This is the
more interesting ns the architecture of these
gynagogues seems to have grown out of that
of the templés immediately to their north,
about Hermon,

At first sight, it appears natural to HltFpﬁHﬂ
that the chancels of synagognes shonld be
towards Jerusalem, and the doors on the op-
posite side; so that the people should not
turn their backs on their kibleh when enter-
ing; but there is another way of looking at
the matter, viz., by continuing the principle
on which the temple was built to the synago-
gues also: the temiple with its doors fronting
the east, from which the glory of the Lor
proceeded; the synagogues with their doors
fronting towards the temj)le, in which the
glory of the Lord resided. There may be
another reason for the entrances being to-
wards Jerusalem, namely, in order that
there should be as little obstruction as pos-
sible between the worshippersand the kibleh,
Thus we find Daniel (Dan. vi, 10) prayed,
“his windows being open in his chamber
towards Jerusalem;”  and we find the same
idea running through the ewstern mind in a
legend given in Burton’s ‘“I'ravels in Arabia,”
according to which Mahomet, being on one
oceasion uncertain of the trne direction of
Mecea, suddenly saw his holy eity, though
many miles off, and in spite of many obsta-
cles intercepting his view.

Captain Warren understands from Mr.
Church that near Beersheba there are the re-
mains of a synagogue similar to those in Gali-
lee. If this also has its door facing Jerusalem
there would be more certainty about the mat-
ter, for all the known remains of synagogues
are due north of Jernsalem,

Vitringa and Bixtorf made Jernsalem the
kibleh, so that worshippers when they enterad
and when they ]d)rnye looked townrds it. Cle-
mens of Alexandria makes the east the kibleh;
and Dr. Lightfoot, quoting from the Talmud,
tells us that the chaneel, corresponding to the
Holy of Holies, was towards the west, the
people facing that way. Probably Clemens

of Alexandria only referred to Earo-
pean and and African synagogues, and
thus so far agrees with Vitringa and
Bixtorf : but we have still left two

systems, the ene in which the chancel is
towards Jerusalem, and the other in which
the chancel is to the west; and to complicate
the matter still further we have the ersting
remaing of synagogues with their entrances
towards Jernsalem, and therefore apparently
their chancels away from it. The Jews in
Jerusalem state that at the present day they
face towards Jernsalem when they pray,
wheraver they may be. Some Moorish Jews
also told Dr. Chaplin that during certain
prayers they faced both north and south also:
but they were not quite clear in what they
said.

We find generally round the temples of
Ceelo-Byria remains of cities or villagos, which
implies that the temples were built for the
worship of their occupants, and the towns are
placed a little off the plain, on the spurs of
the hills, that husbandmen might be near
their daily labors, and yel defended from the
attack of an ememy. The plain is in a great
measure nnfit for the erection of permanent
cities, being mostly a swamp during the rains.
The name Haush (herd-fold), often nsed as
a prefix to the names of the small towns at
present in the plain, pointa to the temﬁ)rnri;
nature of these places; Haush Hala, Haus
el Ghanin, Haush tel Sefeih. With regard
to a prevalent idea that the existing remains
of temples cling more partionlarly around

Mount Hermon, from the sketch-map
wnde by OCaptain Warren, on which
all the known sites are marked, it

is easy to see that Hermon is not the site
of a great pre?nndamce of temples. Gib.
bon, says, p. 465, “In Byria (about A. D.
the divine and excellent Marcallus

* resolved to level with the ground
the stately temples within the diccese of Apa-
mea, * * * and he successively attacked
the villages gnd ecountry temples of the dio-
cese, * * * A small number of the tamples
was protected by the fears, the venality, the
tuste, or the prudence of the clvil and ecelesi-
astieal governors.”

The diocese of Apamea probably did not
extend so fur south as Baalber; but supposing
that these Christiansg were able without dif.

plain, they would certainly have baen bronght
to a standstill at the gorge enst of Jubb Jenin,
where the plain to the northwest of Hermon
in conneoted with the great Buka'a, Thns we
may necount for the small village templea
of Hermon still exiating; bosides, in the graat
plain it wonld be easty enongh to earry off the
cul stones of mualler texmples to the new sites
of churches and mosgues; about Hermon the
ruggoed nature of the country would pravent
the stone being worth its earringe. Wa have
thus, apparently, resson for believing that
the villoges and towns about the plain had
their amall tomples, but that they have either
been destroyed or devoted to other purposes.

Two temples only of those visited (hesides
Daalboc) bore deecided marks of having bean
uscd as Christian chnrohes—those of Rukleh
and Burkush.

Theinseriptions on these temples are mostly
Greek, Copies, where possible, were takan,
but generally only a few lelters in each line
wore yisille, and when we examine the arohi-
ture wa find no trace of Assyrian or Egyptian
ornamentation; the temples arc like Homun
of a late date, but some of the little ones
about Hermon may be earlier. The temple
of Damascns has Egyptian mouldings on the
capitals of the pilasters; at Rukleh there is a
dark-colored stone, with what appears to be
an Assyrian eagle. With these exceptions
(and also of Bnalbec) the work appears to be
of the time of the Selenpida and the Romans,

There is one poeculiarity abont some of
these temples which appesars to distingnish
them from those of [Surupo. They are
mounted on stylobates, and have no steps or
staircase up to the entrance, and the only
method of enteting is by a small door open-
ing from the side of the stylobate into the
vaults underneath, and thence by some means
into the temple itsclf; from this it would ap-
pear cither that only the priests went into the
temple, or else that there was some tempo-
rary wooden staircase up into the stylobate.
The small temples about Hermuon appear to be
somewhat of more ancient date than those in
the BDuka'a; they are of the Ionie order, and
are tn antis; and in some cases differ from
the pure Grecian style in having similar
designs on the square capitals of the ani to
what there are on those of {he columns., The
friezes bulge in all; there are no dentals on
the cornice nor ornnments on the frieze; the
anfe diminish in width fr om bottom to top.

A SACELLUM ON HERMON.

Hermon isnot 16,000 feet, aa ‘‘Murray's
Huandbook™ says, but about 9000 feet above
the mean sea-level of the Mediterranean. This
height Captain Warren ascertsined on the
14th of September, 1869, with Aneroid, No.
1587 (Negretti & Zambra); and it is also the
height as estimated by Lynch and Russegger,

T'he snmmit is formed by three peaks; but
on the sonthern peak there is s hole scooped
ont of the apex, the foot is surrounded by an
oval of hewn stones (Murray wrongly says its
shape is circular); and at its southern end is
n Sucellum, or temple, nearly destroyed: the
latter appenrs to be of more recent date than
the oval, and the mouldings on its cornice
appear to be Roman. The oval is formed of
well-dressed stones, from 2 to S feetin length,
o) feet in breadth, and  feet thick., They
are¢ laid in a curved line on the uneven
ground: their breadth being their height,
and their ends touching each other. In
some places, it almost appears as though
there had been two courses of these stones,
one on the other. Many of them are
{n xitu; but in some places to the west the
stones have been comi.)leluly removed, and
their positions can only be ascertained by
the ontting in the rock made to receive them.
These stones follow the inequalities of the
ground; and in one place, where the rock
forms a natural searp of 4 or 5 feet, the
stones appear to have broken their continuity
and to bave been laid at different levels. On
the southeastern side the stones are lying
about, and there is no trace of the site they
ocenpied. The longer axis of the oval, from
northwest to sontheast, is 150 feet; its shorter
axis is about 100 feet. Within the peak rises
for about 15 fest; and at the apex is a hole cut
ont like & cauldron, & feet in diameter, and
about 6 feet deep, At the bottom is shingle
and rubbish; and the true bottom is probably
deeper. The rock is cut and scarped in
places. To the south, and outside the oval,
is the min of a rectangular building, whose
entrance was te the east. The angﬁs of the
pide is 72 deg. It is 6 feet U inches long,
and 33 feet & inches broad; the shorter gides
being to east and west. The rock is cut down
to receive it. At the northeast angle the
rock has been scarped down so as to leave a
passage 2 feet wide between it and the build-
ing: at the northwest angle, the west side of
the rock has been cut down to afford room
for the building; and part of the lower por-
tion of the wall appears to be cut outof the
rock. On the south side the rock falls nway
from the building. The walls are about 2
feet i inches thick. In some places] two
courses remgin; but at the northeast angle,

and in other places. the wall ns
quite  disappeared. At the sounthenst
upgle the foundations appear to be
produced for ¢ feet beyond the walls. The

stones are generally from # to 4 feet long, and
extend through the wall, On some a faint
marginal draft is seen: but most of themn are
simply well-squared ashlar, ‘T'he roins of the
ternple, for the most part, lie down the hill to
the southeast. A search was made among
these for any signs in the way of moulding,
but nothing could be seen but a picce of cut
stone, with a cirole engraved, and pleces of
the cornice, Of the cornice there are many
pieces; and it seems reasonable to suppose
that this was the only ornament, and that the
building was simply & Sacellum. There may
bave been columns at the entrance, which, if
thrown down with the other delris, would
have rolled down the gulley. No remains of
¢olumins were fonnd in the gnlley or at the
bottom of it. However, Dr. Porter (“Mur-
ray's Handbook,” page 110) mentions having
seen a fragment of a column to the north of
the ruins; and Captain Warren found two
colmmne at the entrance to a cavern to the

any eonneotion with the snmmit of Hermon
isn one immodiately below, Hers thors are
the remains of enormous blooks of stone;
and the building appears to have also been a
Sacollum., It 18 st present quite unknown,
and was, Captain Warren says, discoversd
by the Rev, —— Wright a few mon ths ago.
